The  reports  of  the  professional  staff  and  the  superintend- 
ent, which  are  transmitted  herewith,  give  details  of  the  patients 
treated,  diseases  and  results,  together  with  the  cost  of  maintain- 
ing the  Hospital.  The  figures  represent  the  business  for  sixteen 
months,  and  in  any  comparison  with  previous  reports  it  must  be 
remembered  that  they  have  embraced  but  twelve  months;  it 
will,  however,  be  seen  that  a  larger  average  number  of  patients 
has  been  under  treatment,  although  at  no  time  has  the  number 
reached  as  high  as  was  recorded  for  several  weeks  during  the 
year  1868. 

At  that  time  the  largest  number  of  patients  was  230,  being 
the  utmost  limit  of  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital.  This  occurred 
from  the  fact,  that  the  medical  and  surgical  cases,  as  well  as  the 
sexes  of  the  patients,  allowed  every  bed  to  be  occupied,  a  con- 
dition that  probably  will  not  again  exist  for  a  long  period,  if  ever. 
During  the  term  covered  by  the  present  report,  the  largest  num- 
ber of  patients  at  any  one  time,  has  been  214;   yet  the  circum-

stances  have  been  such  that  we  have  been  obliged,  for  want  of 
accommodations  suitable  to  their  condition,  to  decline  to  admit 
a  large  number  of  patients  who  were  proper  subjects  for  Hos- 
pital care  under  the  rules  of  this  institution.  With  the  growth 
of  the  city,  this  difficulty  is  likely  to  increase  each  year,  and  it 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  city  government  to  carefully  consider 
the  subject  and  decide  whether  the  Hospital  shall  continue  as  at 
present,  to  care  for  all  that  can  be  accommodated. within  its 
walls,  with  no  provisions  for  other  equally  deserving  persons 
who  may  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  apply  when  our  wards  are  full ; 
or,  by  enlarging  the  institution  to  the  extent  of  the  original  in- 
tention of  those  who  labored  for  its  establishment,  meet  the  de- 
mand that  our  increased  territory  and  growing  city  brings  upon 
us.  In  providing  these  increased  accommodations,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  great  improvements  can  be  made  upon  our 
present  arrangements  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  as  well  as 
the  convenience  of  those  in  charge.  The  operating  room  is  now 
situated  in  the  dome,  and  the  suffering  subject  for  operation  has 
to  be  transported  from  the  ward,  to  an  elevator  in  the  basement  of 
the  centre  building,  which  carries  him  a  portion  of  the-  distance ; 
then  a  change  to  another  elevator  will  enable  him  to  reach  his 
destination.  After  the  operation  is  performed,  he  must,  by  the 
same  means,  be  conveyed  back  to  his  bed,  as  there  are   no  suit- 

;  able  rooms  nearer  the  operating  amphitheatre. 

This  evil  should  be  remedied  by  having  an  operating  room, 

I  with  accident  room  for  minor  operations  on  the  first  floor  of  a 

mew  structure,  surrounded  by  small  wards,  to  receive  the  pa- 

ttient  in  his  hour  of  suffering  and  danger. 

There  are  other  departments  that  are  not  in  keeping  with  the 

ogeneral  character  of  the   Hospital,  and    should   be  improved. 

IThe   dead-house   is   small,   and  badly  arranged,    having   only 

rroom  for  two  or  three,  while  we  have  had,  at  one  time,  five 
dead  bodies  at  the  Hospital,  to  say  nothing  of  the  calls  that 

aare  liable  to  be  made  upon  us  to  care  for  persons  found  dead 
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along  the  wharves  and  territory  of  the  southern  sections  of  the 
city. 

The  autopsy  room  is  situated  on  the  east  side  of  Albany 
street,  and  such  bodies  as  are  to  be  examined  must  be  carried 
across  the  street.  This  was  not  objectionable  originally,  but 
now  that  Albany  street  has  become  so  great  and  important  a 
thoroughfare,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  such  transportation  of 
the  dead  should  be  avoided.  The  attention  of  the  City  Council 
is  respectfully  called  to  these  matters,  and  the  trustees  hope 
that  the  members  of  the  Government  will  visit  the  Hospital  from 
time  to  time,  and  thus  gain  a  practical  knowledge  of  its  require- 
ments and  necessities,  and  also  witness  the  benefits  that  are 
constantly  being  conferred  upon  the  unfortunate. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  two  hospital  tents  were 
placed  on  the  grounds,  to  obtain  for  certain  surgical  cases  the 
advantages  which  the  records  of  army  practice  during  the  war 
demonstrate  can  be  derived  from  treatment  under  such  circum- 
stances ;  but  they  were  leveled  to  the  ground  by  the  gale  in  the 
early  part  of  September,  and  not  again  erected ;  they  will  prob- 
ably be  put  in  use  during  the  coming  season. 

The  department  for  out-patients  has  extended  its  benefits  to 
an  increased  number  of  cases,  and  is  of  great  advantage  to  a 
large  class  of  deserving  persons ;  a  special  department  for  the 
treatment  of  diseases  of  the  ear  has  been  established  under  the 
charge  of  Dr.  J.  Orne  Green. 

In  September  the  Hospital  suffered  the  loss  by  death  of  Dr. 
S.  D.  Townsend,  of  the  Board  of  Consultation,  and  Dr.  Francis 
C.  Ropes,  one  of  the  Visiting  Surgeons.  The  former  had  been 
connected  with  the  Hospital  from  its  commencement,  and  his 
long  and  varied  experience  was  of  great  value ;  while  the  latter, 
although  at  the  outset  of  his  professional  career,  had  given 
evidences  of  a  matured  judgment  and  skill  that  would  have  won 
for  him  a  high  position  as  a  surgeon,  if  his  life  had  been  spared ; 
and  the  Trustees  desire  to  pay  tribute  of  respect  to  their  memory 
as  faithful  friends  and  able  counsellors  of  this  Institution. 
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The  vacancies  caused  by  their  decease  have  been  filled  by 
the  election  of  Dr.  Chas.  E.  Buckingham  to  the  Board  of  Consul- 
tation, and  Dr.  W.  C.  B.  Fifield,  as  Visiting  Surgeon. 

Recently,  Dr.  Geo.  Derby,  having  received  an  appointment  as 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  a  position  requiring  a 
large  portion  of  his  time,  resigned  as  Visiting  Surgeon,  and  Dr. 
Wm.  Ingalls  was  elected  in  his  place. 

The  Norcross  Clothing  Fund  has  aided  many  of  those  for 
whom  it  was  intended,  and  has  recently  been  increased  by  the 
receipt  of  one  thousand  dollars  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Jonas 
Ball.  Mr.  Ball  was  connected  with  the  Hospital  as  Trustee,  at 
the  time  of  his  decease,  which  occurred  in  March,  1869;  and 
during  his  two  years  of  duty  in  that  capacity,  had  shown  a 
zealous  interest  in  all  its  affairs,  and  the  city  was  indebted  to 
him  for  faithful  and  able  services  in  its  behalf. 

The  Library  for  the  patients  has  become  considerably  re^ 
duced  from  constant  use,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our  citizens  will 
donate  such  books  as  they  can  spare  from  their  collections, 
assuring  them  that  one  volume,  even,  will  be  the  means  of 
pleasure  and  recreation  for  many  sufferers.  The  Sunday  ser- 
vices have  been  continued,  and  the  Trustees  renew  their  ex- 
pressions of  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  clergymen  of  all 
denominations,  who  have  so  willingly  given  their  services. 

The  professional  staff  and  the  Superintendent  have  labored 
faithfully  for  the  best  interests  of  those  under  their  charge  and 
the  reputation  of  the  Hospital,  and  deserve  the  commendation 
of  the  government.

From  year  to  year  there  is  no  great  change  in  the  general 
working  of  the  Institution ;  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in 
numbers,  which  adds  to  its  interest  as  well  as  to  the  responsi- 
bility of  those  connected  with  the  management  —  especially  of 
the  medical  staff,  to  whom  the  public  are  under  many  obliga- 
tions for  the  great  interest  manifested  for  those  placed  under 
their  charge,  and  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  Institution. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  tender  my  grate- 
ful acknowledgements  for  the  interest  always  manifested  by 
them  in  my  endeavors  to  carry  out  and  execute  the  orders  em- 
anating from  them,  and  tending  to  the  best  interests  and  welfare 
of  the  Institution. 

Trusting  that  under  the  smiles  of  a  benign  Providence,  its 
usefulness  will  not  be  curtailed,  I  submit  my  sixth  report.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Boston  City  Hospital  : 

la  compliance  with  the  request  of  your  Board,  we  herewith 
present  the  report  of  the  department  under  our  charge. 

There  have  been  treated  during  the  last  sixteen  months  4,215 
medical  out-patients;  a  larger  number  than  during  the  same 
period  since  the  establishment  of  the  Hospital.  This  increase 
is  owing  in  a  measure  to  the  easy  access  to  the  Hospital,  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  extensive  territory  of  the  southern  part  of 
the  city,  and  the  districts  recently  annexed.  The  patients 
who  present  themselves  for  treatment,  although  poor  and  unable 
to  pay  for  medical  attendance,  are  of  a  more  worthy  class  than 
those  usually  applying  to  similar  institutions.  The  rule  estab- 
lished by  the  Trustees  within  a  year  prohibiting  the  dispensing 
of  medicines  to  the  patients  of  this  department  has  partially 
contributed  to  this  result,  by  causing  those  unable  to  buy  their 
medicines  to  become  patients  at  the  different  Dispensaries. 
Previously,  many  of  the  attendants  were  composed  of  those  who 
imposed  on  the  charity  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  others  who  were 
not  appreciative  of  the  benefits  it  conferred.  We  refer  to  the 
systematic  class  of  medicine  takers. 

This  Department  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  connected 
with  the  Hospital;  it  needs  and  receives  the  support  of  the 
entire  medical  corps.  The  variety  of  interesting  cases  that 
come  up  daily  for  treatment,  makes  this  department  one  of  great 
value  to  the  student ;  for  here  are  seen  the  common  as  well  as 
the  unusual  cases  that  occur  in  practice ;  and  the  opportunities 
offered  for  medical  diagnosis. of  the  diseases  of  the  heart,  lungs, 
nervous  system,  and  other  affections,  cannot  fail  to  be  both 
interesting  and  instructive  to  those  who  desire  to  learn.

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To  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital:  — 

Gentlemen,  —  We  beg  leave  to  submit  our  Report  of  the 
work  done  in  the  Surgical  Out-patient  Department,  during  the 
past  sixteen  months,  from  January  1st,  1869,  to  April  30, 1870. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  our  numbers  are  steadily  and  rapidly 
increasing,  the  increase  of  1869  over  1868  being  nearly  five 
hundred.  The  present  Report  includes  only  those  cases  actu- 
ally treated,  while  the  former  Reports  contain  from  five  hun- 
dred to  seven  hundred  cases  referred  to  the  medical  out-patient 
department,  and  the  admitting  physician. 

The  character  of  the  cases  submitted  to  our  care  leads  us  to 
think  that  the  importance  of  this  department  is  being  better 
appreciated,  as  it  becomes  better  known.  Many  patients  are 
treated  here  who  would  otherwise  receive  no  treatment,  being 
unable  to  employ  a  surgeon,  and  excluded  from  the  Wards  on 
account  of  age,  or  non-residence,  or  comparative  unimportance 
of  their  disease.  A  large  number  of  children  under  two  years 
of  age  are  treated  here,  being  too  young  to  enter  the  Hospital. 
This  department  is  also  of  great  importance  in  relieving  the 
Wards.  Many  inside-patients  can  be  made  out-patients,  weeks 
before  they  are  fit  to  be  finally  dismissed  from  the  surgeon's 
care,  thereby  giving  their  beds  to  those  who  need  them  more, 
and  not  suffering  at  all  by  the  change  from  the  Hospital  atmos- 
phere to  an  out-door  one. 

Students  and  medical  men  generally  are  visiting  this  depart- 
ment more  than  ever  before,  evidently  realizing  the  fact  that  the 
kind  of  surgery  seen  here  is  what  they  will  most  need  in  general 
practice. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  tender  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Super- 
intendent and  Visiting  Surgeons,  our  warmest  thanks  for  their 
kind  aid  and  encouragement,  which  we  are  constantly  receiving 
in  performing  the  duties  of  this  department.

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DISEASES  OE  THE  EAR  TREATED  AS   OUT-PATIENTS. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the   City  Hospital: 

Gentlemen: — In  submitting  this,  the  first  Report  of  the 
Department  for  Diseases  of  the  ear,  I  desire  to  express  my  ob- 
ligation to  the  professional  gentlemen  of  the  Hospital  for  their 
efforts  in  establishing  this  department,  and  to  your  own  body 
for  the  ready  acquiescence  in  the  recommendations  of  the  staff. 

Since  the  department  was  established  in  January,  1869,  a 
period  of  fifteen  months,  there  have  been  treated  436  patients, 
exhibiting  the  most  various  forms  of  aural  disease.  The 
statistics  of  the  different  diseases  are  given  in  the  following 
table,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  a  rich  field  is  afforded  for  study 
and  teaching. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  patients, 
but  the  most  encouraging  feature  is  the  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  acute  cases  and  the  greater  willingness  of  patients 
to  submit  to  and  follow  out  treatment.  The  results  in  these 
acute  cases  are  almost  always  good,  and  the  great  destruction 
of  tissue  which  is  apt  to  follow  many  aural  diseases,  and  which 
is  often  found  in  cases  of  long  standing,  is  wholly  avoided. 

My  clinic  is  always  open  to  professional  men  and  students, 
and  I  have  endeavored,  as  far  as  the  comfort  of  patients  allowed, 
to  utilize  the  material  for  teaching ;  the  dark  and  uncomfortable 
room  now  occupied,  however,  has  much  restricted  my  efforts  in 
this  direction,  and  I  would  request  the  attention  of  your  board 
to  the  necessity  of  better  light  and  more  commodious  quarters.

IN   CHARGE   OF  H.   F.   DAMON,   M.  D. 
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To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  : 

Gentlemen:  In  presenting  my  statistical  report  it  seems 
proper  to  state,  as  briefly  as  possible,  the  condition  and  wants 
of  the  department  for  cutaneous  diseases,  which  was  organized 
in  April,  1868,  under  my  charge.  In  the  first  annual  report  of 
this  department,  it  was  stated  that  559  cases  of  skin  diseases 
were  treated,  and  over  fifteen  hundred  visits  made  by  these 
patients,  in  eight  and  a  half  months.  During  the  past  sixteen 
months,  1,563  cases  were  attended,  or  nearly  one  hundred 
a  month;  and  4,623  visits  made  to  this  department,  or  an 
average  of  sixty-seven  visits  a  week.  Thus,  during  the  past 
two  years,  over  two  thousand  cases  have  been  treated,  and 
over  six  thousand  visits  made  by  patients  while  under  treat- 
ment. Many  of  these  cutaneous  affections  are  of  an  exceed- 
ingly distressing  and  uninviting  character.  Patients  thus 
affected  are  often  unable  to  pursue  their  ordinary  occupa- 
tions for  many  weeks;  and  more  especially  when  improperly 
treated,  or  not  treated  at  all.  The  advantages  of  this  charity 
are  therefore  incalcuable,  as  regards  the  amount  of  suffering 
relieved,  and  the  burden  taken  from  the  community  of  support- 
ing so  many  otherwise  idle  hands. 

Expressions  of  gratitude  are  so  frequent  for  the  beneficence 
of  this  charity,  that  I  have  great  pleasure  in  communicating  them 
to  your  board ;  as  I  have  been  frequently  desired  to  do  by  the 
patients  themselves. 

The  department  for  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases  among 
out-patients,  has  become  a  necessity  to  the  Hospital;  since  it 
contributes  cases  of  the  highest  interest  as  objects  of  study,  and 
also  relieves  the  wards  of  tedious  and  troublesome  affections 
that  would  acid  to  their  crowded  condition,  and  prove  not  only 
offensive,  but  injurious  to  other  patients. 

As  a  means  of  information  to  physicians,  and  instructions 
to  students,  in  this  interesting  and   difficult  branch  of  medical 
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science,  an  hour  has  been  set  apart  every  week  for  the 
exhibition  of  special  cases,  and  a  short  lecture  upon  them. 
These  lectures  were  so  crowded  during  the  winter  session  of 
the  Harvard  Medical  School,  that  many  were  unable  to  attend 
them ;  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  several  of  these  gentlemen,  an 
application  was  made  to  your  Board  for  the  use  of  the  lecture- 
room  in  the  building  for  out-patients.  This  was  granted,  but 
circumstances  compelled  me  to  postpone  these  lectures  until 
another  season. 

Considerable  has  been  done  during  the  past  sixteen  months 
to  secure  photographs  of  interesting  cases ;  but,  as  there  is  no 
fund  at  present  for  this  object,  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of 
the  subject  being  taken  into  consideration  in  connection  with 
the  other  departments  of  the  Hospital;  since  many  valuable 
specimens  of  disease  will  be  inevitably  lost,  which,  if  preserved 
by  means  of  photographs,  casts,  and  colored  sketches,  would 
both  add  to  the  interest  and  the  scientific   character   of  our 

institution.

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The  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  their  colleagues  of  the  Medi- 
cal Staff,  cannot  forbear  from  pressing  upon  your  attention  the 
needs  and  the  defects  of  the  Hospital  at  the  present  time,  when, 
since  the  extension  of  the  municipal  limits,  two  large  and  popu- 
lous towns  claim  a  right  to  share  its  benefits,  while,  as  at 
present  constructed,  the  Hospital  is  quite  inadequate  to  supply 
their  wants. 

The  need  of  more  room  in  most  of  the  departments  has  been 
severely  felt  for  a  year  past.  And  this,  not  only  in  the  crowding 
together  of  patients,  but  in  the  necessity  of  delaying  the  admis- 
sion of  severe  cases,  and  sometimes  of  refusing  them  altogether. 

More  room  is  required  to  separate  the  dying  from  the  con- 
valescent, and  to  segregate  contagious  cases  from  other  diseases. 

More  room  is  required  to  divide  medical  from,  surgical  cases 
in  contagious  diseases;  since,  as  now  arranged,  the  surgical 
patient  with  erysipelas  may  be  exposed  to  typhus,  or  the  child 
with  a  severe  surgical  injury  be  exposed  to  scarlet  fever. 

More  room  is  required  to  receive  and  care  for  the  victims  of 
street  accidents,  and  to  keep  the  delirious,  or  the  foul  cases,  by 
themselves. 

As  now  constructed,  the  operating  amphitheatre  is  not 
only  too  small,  too  remote,  and  unhandy,  but  a  positive 
source  of  suffering  to  the  wounded,  in  the  tedious  transportation 
which  its  distance  from  the  wards  involves.  The  amphitheatre 
and  the  accident  wards,  in  our  opinion,  and  an  opinion  sanctioned 
by  the  experience  of  the  best  modern  hospitals,  should  be  con- 
tiguous, and  on  a  level  with  the  street. 

For  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye,  involving  often 
delicate  operations,  whose  results  are  dependent  on  the  hygienic 
surroundings  of  the  patient  not  less  than  on  the  skill  of  the 
operator,  the  present  accommodations  in  a  basement,  partly 
underground,  are  totally  unfit. 

We  may  add  that  the  basement  wards  are  equally  unfit  for 
the  reception  of  any  cases,  medical  or  surgical ;  and  their  dis- 
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use,  involving  a  loss  of  some  twenty  five  beds,  is  necessary  as  a 
sanitary  measure,  but  cripples  still  further  our  resources. 

It  is  because  of  the  deep  interest  we  take  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  and  its  inmates,  an  interest  sufficiently 
proved  by  the  labors  of  all  its  medical  officers  for  six  years 
past,  that  we  earnestly  hope  that  the  auspicious  growth  and, 
success  of  its  earlier  years  may  not  be  delayed  and  impaired, 
as  our  city  grows  larger,  for  want  of  adequate  and  roomy  build- 
ings to  receive  every  legitimate,  acutely  sick,  and  deserving 
citizen.

RULES  OF  ADMISSIONS  AND  DISCHARGES. 


Applications  for  admission  of  patients  shall  be  made  at  the 
Hospital  on  each  day  of  the  week,  Sunday  excepted,  between  9 
and  11  A.M. 

Whenever  able,  the  patient  shall  apply  in  person.  When  not 
able  to  appear  in  person,  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend, 
and  the  patient  shall  be  visited  by  the  Admitting  Physician,  or 
one  of  the  House  Officers. 

Any  Trustee,  or  either  of  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  in  atten- 
dance may,  in  case  of  emergency,  send  a  patient  in  the  first 
instance  to  the  Hospital  by  written  permit,  and  the  Visiting 
Committee  shall,  on  the  certificate  of  one  of  the  medical  officers 
designated  for  the  purpose,  decide  as  soon  as  may  be  afterwards 
whether  such  patient  shall  remain. 

Persons  accidentally  wounded,  or  otherwise  disabled  or 
injured,  shall  be  received  at  all  hours. 

Permits  for  admission  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  for  the  time  being,  or,  in  their  absence,  to 
that  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Visiting  Committee,  however,  shall  have  the  power  at 
any  time  to  require  the  Superintendent  to  report  to  them  the. 
names  of  applicants  before  admitting  them,  and  may  dismiss 
any  patient  whom  they  think  improperly  admitted. 

Patients  discharged  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Physicians 
or  Surgeons,  shall  be  provided  with  a  certificate  stating  their 
condition  at  the  time  of  discharge,  whether  cured,  relieved  or 
not  relieved,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  Superin 
tendent. 
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.  Whenever  a  patient  is  removed  from  the  Hospital  without 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Superintendent,  he  shall  require 
from  any  person  assuming  the  responsibility  of  the  removal,  a 
written  statement  to  that  effect. 

The  Superintendent  shall  not  deliver  the  body  of  any  person 
dying  at  the  Hospital  without  a  written  receipt  from  the  par- 
ties taking  the  same. 

In  case  of  the  decease  of  any  patient,  the  Superintendent 
shall  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  shall  furnish  the  City 
Registrar  with  a  copy  of  the  same.  He  shall  also  state  the 
time  and. cause  of  death,  the  disposition  made  of  the  body, 
whether  delivered  te  friends,  or  buried  from  the  Hospital,  hi 
the  last  case,  he  shall  mention  the  place  of  interment. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Trustees  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Hospital,  at  such  rates  of  board  as  they  may  from  time 
to  time  determine ;  such  board  being  secured  by  their  friends, 
or  by  the  authorities  of  the  place  to  which  they  belong. 

In  cases  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  the  circum- 
stances of  the  patient  will  warrant  it,  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the 
board  shall  be  paid.  If  separate  apartments,  or  articles  not 
usually  furnished  at  the  Hospital  are  provided,  such  payment 
shall  be  made  therefor  as  the  Trustees  shall  deem  reasonable. 

HOUSE   RULES. 

Patients  must  be  in  their  proper  places  in  the  wards  during 
the  visit  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  always  by  8  P.  M., 
unless  specially  exempted  by  the  Superintendent. 

Those  free  patients  who  are  able,  are  expected  to  assist  in 
nursing,  and  in  such  other  services  as  may  be  reasonably  re- 
quired of  them, 

Patients  shall  not  leave  the  Hospital  Grounds  without  a  pass 
from  the  Superintendent,  nor  the  respective  wards  without  the 
i  consent  of  the  nurse  in  attendance. 
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No  patient  shall  purchase,  or  cause  any  member  of  the  house- 
hold to  purchase  for  him,  any  article  of  food  whatsoever,  nor 
any  other  article,  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent ; 
nor  shall  any  officer  or  servant  of  the  Hospital  receive  a  gift  or 
fee  from  a  patient. 

Profane  or  obscene  language,  loud  talking  and  incivility,  are 
prohibited. 

No  patient  having  acute  syphilitic  disease,  or  maniaa-potu, 
shall  be  admitted  as  a  charity  patient,  or  at  a  lower  rate  than 
twenty-five  dollars  a  week  for  the  former,  and  fifteen  dollars  for 
the  latter. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  whose  case  is 
iudged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Physician,  or  Surgeon,  are  capable  of  being 
relieved. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  clergymen  of  their  own  selection ; 
and  where  there  is  a  wish  for  the  performance  of  any  particular 
religious  rite,  it  shall  be  indulged,  when  practicable. 

It  is  expected  that  patients  will  implicitly  obey  the  rules  of 
the  Hospital.  Complaints,  for  whatever  cause,  may  be  made 
to  the  Superintendent  or  Yisiting  Committee,  and  when  reason- 
able, shall  be  by  them  reported  to  the  Trustees. 

All  employes  must  be  in  their  respective  places  during  their 
hours  of  duty.  The  doors  and  gates  of  the  Hospital  will  be 
closed  at  10  PrM.,  at  which  time  all  are  expected  to  be  quiet, 
and  those  not  on  duty,  in  their  own  rooms. 

The  use  of  tobacco,  wine  and  intoxicating  liquors,  is  prohib- 
ited within  the  Hospital,  unless  prescribed  by  a  physician. 

VISITORS. 

No  person  shall  visit  any  part  of  the  premises,  except  on  busi- 
ness, or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  for  the  reception  of  vis- 
itors, without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent,  or  of  some 
one  of  the  Trustees. 
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On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  of  each  week, 
from  two  to  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  friends  may  be  permitted  to 
visit  patients,  though  no  patient  shall  receive  more  than  one 
visitor  on  the  same  day.  In  all  cases,  however,  the  Trustees  or 
Superintendent  may  exercise  discretionary  powers  as  to  exclud- 
ing or  admitting  visitors. 

All  visitors  must  leave  when  the  bell  rings,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  visiting  hour. 

No  visitor  will  be  permitted  to  take  any  meal  in  the  Hos- 
pital, or  pass  the  night  therein,  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent,  or  one  of  the  Trustees. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any  article  of  food  or 
drink  to  a  patient,  unless  by  permission  of  the  nurse ;  and  any 
article  sent  to  the  patients  shall  be  left  with  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

NURSES. 

Nurses  are  required  to  be  in  their  several  wards  each  morn- 
ing ready  for  duty,  before  the  night  watchers  leave  the  same. 

They  shall  decide  what  clothing,  or  other  articles  patients  are 
to  retain  in  the  ward,  and  shall  give  or  allow  to  be  given  to  pa- 
tients only  such  articles  of  food  or  drink  as  may  be  permitted 
by  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  attendance. 


STUDENTS. 

The  Trustees  may  grant  any  practitioner,  or  student  of  medi- 
cine of  one  year's  standing,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  a  ticket  of  admission  to  follow  the 
practice  of  the  Hospital  for  not  more  than  one  year.  Before 
receiving  this  ticket,  the  applicant  shall  sign  an  obligation  to 
)i)bey  in  all  respects  the  By-laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Hos- 
ital.     The  privilege  thus  granted  may  be  modified  or  revoked. 
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No  student  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  except  at  the  regu- 
lar hours  for  visiting,  operation,  or  lecture. 

Every  student,  when  requested,  shall  show  his  ticket  to  the 
porter  at  the  gate,  and  shall  conduct  himself  with  decorum  and 
propriety.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  report 
any  infringement  of  the  rules,  to  the  Visiting  Committee.
